in session at the M erchants hotel. St. 
Paul, yesterday. 
Conservative dele­ 
gatee, however, prevented a ballot. 
L ater 
a t 
th e 
session, 
follow­ 
ing the report of the s u g a r co m m it­ 
tee. the food card system was adopted, 
b ut only to apply to the recent gov­ 
ernm e nt r u lin g p erm i ttin g families 
to buy 25 pounds of s u g a r for c a n ­ 
ning purposes, upon filling out an 
application agreein g to its use solely 
for preserving. 
T h e wide application of the food 
card system cam*1 after discussion of 
the 
governm ent 
ruling 
p e rm ittin g 
six pounds of flour a m o n th for each 
person. 
To insure c a r ry in g out this 
provision, the motion was put th a t 
the -householder si^n for it, and for 
s u g a r as well. 
“ W e are not ready to put thi< co u n ­ 
try on a food card system ,” said A. D 
Wilson, sta te food adm in i t rat or. d u r ­ 
ing the discussion. “ We are getting 
b etter results under th e present 
v - 
tem.” 
T he convention ad jo u rn ed after a 
two days’ session. 
Rules governing the di trihution 
of s u g a r for the fruit c a n n in g season 
were sent to dealers in 
Minnesota, 
N orth Dakota and South Dakot 
F. I). Southall, c h a ir m a n of th* 
eral s u g a r d istribution com m ittee for 
the th ree states. 
T h e government has deemed it im ­ 
p ortant to save the fruit crop and a 
a result e t c h house holder may now 
buy 25 pound- of sugar. 
The distribution must be carefully 
worked out.

South all 
said, so 
the following 
rules w ere made 
to 
govern the saleg and distribution: 
“ Berries and o th e r fruits -non will 
be a b u n d a n t, 
(’antling and prese rv­ 
ing should receive preferred a t t e n ­ 
tion. 
“ The s u g a r outlook, how ever 13 not 
promising. Normal supplies of s u g a r 
to cover usual s u m m e r req u irem en ts 
cannot be obtained

and supplies, as well as food for our 
allies. 
“ Instructions have been issued by­ 
th? food a d m in istra tio n as follows:

25 pounds of su g ar at one time. 
“Second 
The 
p urchase 
of 
su a r for ca n n in g purpose- is a l ­ 
lowed in addition to th e regular 
consumptive req u irem e n ts based 
on th ree pounds per ca pita per 
m onth and as now authorized. 
“ Housewives should act at once. 
At this time stocks of s u g a r in this 
dlstrict
